‘Must Not Lose Sight Of Cultural Values 
Of Education,” Says P. H. S. Teacher 


In these days when such stress 
is laid on vocational education, or 
preparing pupils for a job, it seems 
essential to come to the defense 
of the academic course, lest we 
lose sight of the cultural values of 
education. Thus writes Miss Mun- 
roe of the Punchard faculty in a 
paper for a course in Guidance, 
given by Dr. Gooch at Boston uni- 
versity School of Education. She 
continues as follows: 

Mr. Pearson of the “Boston Her- 
ald’ says: “The public school sys- 
tem must not only give boys and 
girls the tool subjects, but it must 
also give them a common heritage 
of languages, culture, and demo- 
eratic attitude. Your society is to 
survive as a democracy.’ So we 
must organize the college to fit 
the needs of our children today. 
The present enrollment in Pun- 
chard High school is 386. Of these 
144 are registered in the college 
course. This 837% of the total num- 
ber should be guided towards their 
future careers. 

Recently in the Andover Junior 
high school an effort to help the 
pupils choose the right course and 
give them an introduction to the 
various careers has been made in 
connection with the Social Science 
course. In the 7th grade there is a 
unit on guidance in the textbooks 
used; in the 8th grade the home- 
room teacher advises the students, 
and in the 9th grade there is car- 
ried out a vocational project, tak- 


there were fewer distractions and 
interruptions. In the last twenty- 
five years we have reduced the 
number of schoo] years and expect 
the students to be just as well pre- 
pared for college as when they had 
nine grades and four years of high 
school, 

In a small school system like An- 
dover’s we can not expect to fol- 
low a plan of guidance such as 
Providence or Newton has, but 
there are handbooks available 
which can be helpful in workinse 
out in a simple form various metb- 
ods. Group guidance, as exempli- 
fied by Providence, is less expen- 
sive than individual guidance, as 
it is comparable in cost to regi 
lay instruction; but individual 
guidance is more effective. I feel 
sure that under a system of guid- 
ance the mortality in the Latin 
class would be considerably re 
duced, failures in general be les 
sened, and finally leaving schoo! 
before graduation practically elim- 
inated. Guidance will have to be 
in the hands of the principal and 
all teachers of the faculty rather 
than depending upon a body of ex- 
perts as in the big city schools. 
However, with the facilities of the 
junior and senior high schools co- 
operating it ought to work out ad- 
vantageously.

One of the articles inthis year’s 
warrant asks that the term of the 
tree warden be changed from one | 
to three years in accordance with a | 
new permissive law passed last 
year. If an official is an asset to the 
town, then he certainly should not 
have to stand the vagaries of town 
politics every year. If on the other 
hand the general public is unable 
to properly judge the technical 
qualifications of such an official as 
a tree warden, then it would in- 
volve a real danger to put some- 
body in for three years if he were 
not properly qualified. 

Bven one year is too long a term 
for an unqualified official in the 
tree wardenship.

Exhibit Emphasizes 


Creative Development 


The Picasso exhibition to be at 
Addison Gallery until March 10, 
distinctly shows that Picasso’s de- 
velopment can not be described by 
a list of processes and influences. 
His range of ideas, subjects, and his 
wealth of original ways of express- 
ing them are so highly varied that 
it is almost impossible to associ- 
ate the many types with one artist. 
His imagination never becomes ar- 
rested at a particular spot in his 
development but is urged on by his 
“enormous creative energy” often 
to unexplored fields, thus making it 
impossible to like or dislike all of 
Picasso’s works. If you are a lover 
of the modern, you will enjoy “The 
Mirror” with its splashes of mag- 
nificent colors in incongruous 
shapes and patterns, or “Guernica,” 
a jumble of grotesque figures that 
eventually make a lot of sense, or 
“Guitar and Violin” which doesn’t 
seem to make sense at all. But what- 
ever your tastes, the beauty of “La 
Coiffure,” Picasso’s original, is un- 
deniable. It makes the reproduc- 
tions of his less comprehensible 
pictures on exhibit look like so 
much hippotomy. 

The artist’s conviction that “Art 
is not the application of a canon of 
beauty but what the instinet and 
brain can conceive beyond any 
canon” as applied to “La Coiffure” 
is more than reasonable, it not only 
creates a mood and charms the 
eye, but it stimulates the mind, 
but when the application is to pic- 
tures such as “Head of a Young 
Woman” we are inclined to wonder 
if the outward appearance must be 
so distorted before we can be im- 
pressed with “what the instinct 
and brain have conceived beyond.” 

The Fiske and Clare Shenehon 
Boyd exhibit shows a concentration 
on landscapes with Mr. Boyd’s prin- 
cipal interest, the line drawing. He 
is constantly searching for lines 
and shapes that move in harmony 
with his own feelings “preserving 
the pattern of line and intentional 
ly losing the literal theme.” Mrs. 
3oyd’s style also makes an inter- 
esting study with more interest be- 
ing in what is attempted than what 
is accomplished.
